Deplorable Attitude 


While we don’t always agree, on certain matters, 
with Premier Manning’s opinions, we certainly do en¬ 
dorse his recent statement that motorists should be 
able to stop at the scene of a highway accident to 
lend what help they can without fear of becoming 
involved in a law suit. 

There is an increasing incidence of cases, said 
the premier, when people who want to help at an 
accident scene are afraid to do so because they fear 
legal entanglements for any action they might take 
in an effort to assist injured persons. He expressed 
the hope that- most motorists would disregard this 
possibility and stop anyway if sufficient aid is not 
already being given. 

This reflects a growing tendency among people 
to “mind their own business” to the extent that they 
ignore situations where their aid is needed. There is 
a similarity to the recent case in New York when a 
young woman was assaulted and murdered while 
over 30 people ignored her pleas for help and to other 
cases closer to home when citizens have failed to help 
policemen who were trying to arrest wrong-doers. 

To mind one’s own business is generally consider¬ 
ed to be a virtue but in this type of instance, where 
lives may depend upon prompt help being given, it 
is a deplorable attitude and should be regarded as a 
criminal offence.

purpose of holding band concerts. 
The committee gave permission as 
requested free of charge. 

A letter from the secretary of 
the Southern Alberta Regional 
Drama Festival for high schools 
asking for a joining fee of $25 was 
read. It was moved by Mr. Thur- 
ber and carried that the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 authorize payment 
of $25 to the Southern Alberta Re¬ 
gional Drama Festival and also $25 
to the Vulcan Film Council. 

Instructions were given to the 
secretary-treasurer to have the gas 
and electric lights disconnected at 
the cottage school. 

Morris Kerr and Larry Edwards 
of J. Stevenson and Associates, 
Architects, Calgary, were present 
and discussed with the members of 
the committee sketch plans for the 
Brant and Arrowwood School ad¬ 
ditions. Plans were gone over in 
detail and it was noted that the 
plans were required to be forward¬ 
ed along with the statement of 
need to the department. This mat¬ 
ter was approved as to preliminary 
sketch plans and information pre¬ 
pared for inclusion in the state¬ 
ment of need which would be for¬ 
warded to the Department of Edu¬ 


cation within a day or two. 

An application from the New 
TJale Colony to purchase the old 
two-room school building at Milo 
for $500 was presented. It was 
moved and carried that the School 
Committee recommend that this 
building be sold to the New Dale 
Colony for $500, the sale not to 
include the land. 

It was moved and carried that 
the county pay 50% of the cost 
of installing the flourescent lights 
in the school at New Dale; the 
amount to be paid \vas ( $43. 

The secretary-treasurer drew to 
the attention of the committee that 
the Village of Arrowwood has td- 
vertised a by-law making it com¬ 
pulsory for all buildings to con¬ 
nect with the village sewer, and 
suggested that it might be a good 
idea to have the schools and 
teacherages connected to the sewer 
at the time the addition to the 
school was being built. This matter 
will be looked into.. 

It was moved and carried that 
Music Festival expenses in the ap¬ 
proximate amount of $300 be ap¬ 
proved. 

The secretary presented the bud¬ 
get for the year 1965 and noted 
that it was now possible to main¬ 
tain the same amount of special 
requisitions as in 1964. Although 
expenses had been increased the 
Foundation Program Grant was 
increased approximately $31,000 
owing to the new- formula recently 
announced by the Minister of Edu¬ 
cation. It was moved and carried 
that the 1964 budget be approved 
and recommended to the County 
Council for inclusion in the county 
over-all budget. 

The committee sot a price of

SERVICE BOARD 

(By Ken Houlton) 


There are five weeds in the 
Noxious Weeds Act as being more 
persistent and hard to eradicate 
than all others. These are Toad 
Flax, Hoary Cress, Russian Knap¬ 
weed, Field Bindweed and Leafy 
Spurge. 

One part of the Agricultural 
Service Board program provides 
Soil Sterilant and Herbicides for 
the control and eradication of 
these five weeds on the road al¬ 
lowances. If farmers who notice 
patches of these weeds along the 
roadsides would report them to 
the Service Board Office, we would 
see that the patches were sprayed 
and the soil sterilized. The cost of 
this is shared equally between the 
provincial government and county. 

The Service Board through pro¬ 
vincial and federal government 
grants and county grants will also 
pay % of the cost of soil sterilants 
and herbicides for the control and 
eradication of these same weeds 
on private land. Farmers with in¬ 
festations of these weeds may 
apply for this assistance at the 
Service Board Office. 

We would like to see more 
people bring weed specimens to 
the Service Board Office for iden¬ 
tification. If we cannot identify 
them we will send the specimen to 
the Field Crops Branch in Edmon¬ 
ton for positive identification. 

Another part of the Service 
Board program provides assistance 
for the purchase of forage seed 
for land reclammation. This means 
in effect, land that is subject to 
wind erosion, water erosion, alkali 
condition, weed condition or any 
other cause that may affect the 
productivity of the soil. A farmer 
who wishes to sow forage seed to 
try and reclaim land affected by 
any of these conditions may pur¬ 
chase the seed at ’/& the cost 
through the Agricultural Service 
Board. This assistance is limited to 
20 acres per quarter section. A 
supply of grass seed is kept on 
hand for these projects. 


Homesteaded At 
Vulcan In 1905, 
Charley Smith Dies 

An old timer of Alberta, Charley 
A. Smith passed away in the Tur¬ 
ner Valley hospital Mar. 22, after 
a lengthy illness at the age of 
79 years. 

Born in St. John's, Wash. U.S.A., 
he came to Alberta in 1904 living 
at Nanton until the spring of 1905 
when he homesteaded in the Vul¬ 
can district. Mr. Smith was one of 
the members of the last “Great 
Round Up" having ridden for such 
men as the late Senator Patrick 
Burns and George Lane. 

In 1933 he moved to Black Dia¬ 
mond where he has resided ever 
since. An active member of the 
community he participated in all 
community enterprises, except the 
last few years, when ill health 
forced him to inactivity, but he 
was still very much interested in 
community afairs.

Wiped-out in 
the United States and Canada, 
it still penetrated New York and 
Toronto —- in each instance re¬ 
introduced by a traveller. 

• Also in such countries, few 
are the HD's who’ve seen an 


Organization chose "Smallpox 
— Constant Alert” as the theme 
April 7, World Health Day, in 
observing the 17th anniversary 
of its founding. 

Much has already been done to 
eradicate smallpox. A global 
campaign begun in 1958 has cut 
the number of reported cases 
by one-fifth — from a high half 
million of a dozen years ago. 

According to WHO Director- 
General. Dr. M. G. Candau: "The 
complete eradication of small¬ 
pox would not only rid the world 
of a disease which is a constant 
menace, but would also show 
what international co-operation 
can achieve. 

"In the meantime, a ‘constant 
alert' against smallpox will have 
to he maintained.”
